Murdering Girl.

Prosecutor Declares Miss Adams Met 


Her Death Defending Her Honor at 


Hands of William Seyler. 


M ay’s Landing. N. J., May 24.—At 
the trial ol William Seyler for the 
m urder of Jane Adam s on the pier at 
Atlantic City, Dr. Em ory Marvel, who 
examined the body, testified that the 
wound on her eye m ust have been in­ 
flicted before the body entered the 
water by a soft instrum ent or a fist. 
The injury, the physician stated, could 
not have been received in falling from 
the pier to the fish landing. 
in his opening Prosecutor Golden- 
berg said that Miss Adams m n ber 
death defending her honor. He then 
proceeded to outline the facts as they 
would be shown. 
Bevier and the Adams families were 
neighbors for two years On the even­ 
ing of Feb. 4 last Orvis Seyler went 
to the house of the Adamses and in 
vited Jan e and Alice to go to a moving 
picture show. The girls accepted, and 
about half past seven they left the 
house together. 
They had proceeded only a short 
distance when they were Joined by 
William 
Beyler. who proposed that 
they go to a saloon and have a drink. 
T he girls declined, and Will then pro­ 
posed that they go to the Million Dol­ 
lar pier. 
The four then proceeded 
down to the beach and entered the 
pier 
They didn’t pass into the audi­ 
torium. but went directly out to the 
end of the pier, which is unused du r­ 
ing the winter. The wind was blowing 
and It was cold, and Alice asked Jane 
to return to the shelter of th e hall. 
William Seyler interfered and said sh© 
should stay with him, so Alice and 
Orvis returned together and went to 
the moving picture exhibition on the 
pier. T hat was the last th e ^ Maw of 
Jane Adams. 
They didn't see Will 
I gain that evening at the pier. 
Dr. IajwIh R. Solider, county physi­ 
cian. who perform ed the autopsy, said 
that Jane Adams died from a wound 
Inflicted before she entered the water, 
In this he was corroborated by Dr. 
Emory 
Marvel. 
Dr. 
M arvels te sti­ 
mony was even more positive than 
that of Dr. Souder and st ored a strong 
point for the state. 
“ Miss Adams 
died 
from a blow 
struck on the left eye.” stated Dr. 
Marvel, “ which 
was 
inflicted with 
some soft instrum ent, like a Ast, be­ 
fore she entered the water. 
I found 
blood on ber face, which m ust have 
been there from an injury more than 
ten m inutes before ber body reached 
the ocean. She couldn't have received 
such an injury falling from the pier.’’ 
Alice Adams, sister, and Mrs. C h a r l e t 
Adams, m other of the dead girl, te s ­ 
tified.

Alice 
returned 
alone 
Mrs. Adams went to the home of S ty ­ 
ler and dem anded to know what he 
had done with Jane.

— A sensation 
was sprung at the sugar trust uwfier- 
weighing conspiracy trial when it was 
announced that President Taft had 
pardoned a convict so that he might 
b t a star witness for the government. 
As a result, Oliver Spitter, former 
superintendent of 
the Williamsburg 
docks, testified 
against 
Charles R. 
Heike, the American Sugar Refining 
com pany's secretary, and five former 
employes of the trust. 
The trum p card of the prosecution 
was played at the opening of the trial, 
when 
the 
prosecutor. Mr. Stimson, 
called S pitter aw the 
governm ent's 
first witness. 
Spitzer was convicted 
several m onths ago of underweighing 
and was sentenced to two years in tho 
federal penitential > at Atlanta Until 
hi} nam e was railed It was generally 
supposed 
th at 
S pitter was still in 
prison. 
When S pitter took the stand, John 
B. Stanchfleld. for the defense, con­ 
tended that under the federal statute 
Splicer, as a convicted man. could not 
testify. 
Then 
the sensation of the 
trial was caused by the declaration in 
court that S pitter ha*] been pardoned 
by President Taft 
As S pitter testified to the under­ 
weighing frauds on the docks it was 
developed 
th a t 
the 
president 
had 
granted him an unconditional pardon 
on May 19 last. 
Stimson says that Spitzer decided 
to save his comrades by making a 
confession. At the time he began to 
confess, Mr. Stimson sa>s. th e re was 
no suggestion that Spitzer might be 
pardoned. 
After making the confes­ 
sion Spitzer was brought to this sec­ 
tion of the country and k e p t in an ad 
joining state until put on the witness 
stand 
Spitzer went ba* k to the years 1894 
anti 1K95. when, he said. an investiga­ 
tion he made developed the fact that 
the 
checkers 
were 
affecting 
the 
weights on raw sugar by placing small 
hags of lead on tile beams of the 
stales, causing the recorded weights 
to drop below the actual, often as 
much as forty pounds on each draft. 
In addition Spitzer said it was the 
practice to stuff paper beneath the 
floors of the scales for the same pur­ 
pose. He added that when Vail. dep 
uty surveyor of customs, took office 
these devices were abandoned aud the 
use of the steel cornet spring instead 
was begun 
Spitzer dem onstrated in court the 
use of the bags of lead. He walked 
over to the sample sacks and indicat­ 
ed the place where the bag was sus 
pended. 
Testifying regarding the use of the 
wire 
spring. Spitzer 
said that two 
styles of spriug were used, a heavy 
one first and then a spring consider­ 
ably lighter. 
Spitzer's testimony 
regarding 
the 
weight lessening device of the paper 
underneath the scale was an absolute­ 
ly new development. 
Heike listened 
to Spitzer's testimony with intense in 
ter*-st. 
Spitzer 
talked 
freely 
about 
the 
frauds by which the government was 
robbed ot millions of dollars. He said 
tile use of the springs was stopped af 
ter the sugar trust had paid the re­ 
bate to the government as a result of 
the federal suit. 
''Hid you arrange a system of signal 
lights in the stale houses?" suddenly 
asked the prosecutor. 
“ Yes. sir." re­ 
plied Spitzer. and then related that 
the signals were used to warn the 
w eighers ot say sudden danger. 
"How were the lights worked?" "By 
a switch In my office," replied Spitzer, 
who said that the switch was turned 
w henever a government official was 
seen to approach. 
. 
Spitzer said that an electric light 
had been used in the scale houses for 
many 
years, but 
that he made a 
change in the signal system by install 
ing red lights Spitzer said that he had 
informed a man named Leroy, who 
worked in the Wall street office of the 
sugar trust, of the weighing frauds. 
Spitzer told of conversations he had 
with Jam es F. Benderuagel. former 
cashier, and Frank W. Gerbracht, for­ 
m er superintendent, two of th** de 
fendants. The witness said that when 
he wanted to raise any of the check 
era' wages he was obliged to put the 
question before Bendernagel and tier 
bracht. 
Spitzer said that in the fall of 1906 
he received a telephone message that 
caused a letting up in the frauds lie 
said he did not know who sent the 
message, which 
warned 
him to he 
careful of the wire springs, as the gov­ 
ernm ent was watching the docks. 
' W hen the six weighers were dis 
charged what happened?" was asked 
by the prosecutor. "I paid them the 
sam e wages every week at my home." 
was the reply of Spitzer. who said the 
money was given him each week by 
Gerbracht. who left the money In a 
package at his garage. 
"W hen 
did 
this 
money 
cease?" 
"W hen I was sentenced last Febru­ 
ary.” 
Spitzer sal*! he knew Heike, but did 
not connect him in any way with a 
knowledge of the false weighing.

The highway commission in the stat# 
of M assachusetts desired to construct 
a high class toad of oil and gravel 
during some experim ents iii road build 
lug, 
A section of the state highway th a t 
was In a dilapidated condition was se­ 
lected for the experiment.

roller picks, then shaped up with shov­ 
els and rolled down

High Prlea of Crop Tempting\M any 
Farmer* Into Untried Field. 
The extrem ely high price of broom 
corn has aroused a widespread inter­ 
est In the crop, says O. D. Center of 
the U niversity of Illinois. 
Broom corn 
belongs to the sam e family as sor­ 
ghum , Kaffir corn, milo maize and 
Jerusalem corn, all of which are class­ 
ed 
botanically 
as 
Andropogon 
sor­ 
ghum. 
It differs from the other mem­ 
bers of this group Iii having the seed 
heads with much longer, straighter, 
stronger straw s or branches. 
These 
form the brush, which is t lie valuable 
portion of the plant. 
Broom corn growing now is aud will 
alw ays remain a small Indust*^ 
be­ 
cause the dem and for the brush .s not 
only limited, but small. 
This crop, 
then, is not a profitable one to in­ 
clude in a system of general farming. 
According to the best authorities, the 
w orld’s consumption of brush is less 
th an 50,000 tons, and as this brush Is 
used but for one purpose there can 
be no sudden increase in the am ount 
required. 
The total 
world’s supply 
could be produced on 130.000 acres, 
and the territory and men equipped 
for and engaged in broom corn grow- 
lng already could easily double the 
present production lf the dem and w ar­ 
ranted. 
Broom corn Is m arketed wholly In the 
hale. Throughout central Illinois there 
are num erous Jobbers uud commission 
men who do nothing but bandle this 
crop.
